The  school  was 
given  $320,000  last  fall  for  reno¬ 
vating  Chappell  Hall  and  for 
erecting  an  addition  to  the  build¬ 
ing.  However,  it  soon  became 
evident  that  an  entirely  hew 
building  would  be  needed,  and  a 
request  was  made  for  additional; 
funds. ' •
